INTERVIEW WITH JIM TRAJCHEVSKI 


Team Manager of Preston Makedonia for the last 3 seasons. 


This being the last issue of the season, we have given the team manager a chance to express 
his involvement over the last 3 years. 

Why did you get involved administratively with Preston Makedonia? What did you think 
you could achieve? 
| got involved because | love the game. The game is in my blood. Preston Makedonia is in my 
blood. | came into the team manager's position with the thought that my strengths were people man- 
agement. However, in the first year we were almost relegated. Last year with Andon we achieved 
some success finishing in the five, and this seaon has been a disaster. We believed so much in the 
players. The problems with the committee being changed half way through the year did not help 
ither. 

What do you think about the coaching position? Who do you feel should be appointed to 
lead us for next season? 

Well, | am out of the committee for next year, so the appointment of the coach is up to the new 
committee. However, my personal view is that if the coach is to be changed, then the new coach must 
be a communicator. He must speak and be able to be understood by the players. He must speak their 
language, soccer language, he must earn the players respect, to have the courage to handle big 
name players with big egos. You must remember that players make good coaches. The coach must 
be involved with the players, they must believe in you. 

What is your feelings towards Preston Makedonia’s supporters? 

| believe when our team is winning no one has better supporters than Makedonia, but when we 
are losing no one has more discouraging, critical and patronising supporters than us. Our supporters 
believe in instant success. Our supporters have no patience to build a team. We must change that. 
We, the committee, has to change our attitude also, but you must remember the only success in soc- 
cer is winning, nothing else. 

What do you think of the standard of the leaders of the club, in particular, the committee? 

Good workers, love the club, all here for and because of one thing, the name. Sometimes we 
make the wrong decisions, but that's life. | can only speak for the past 3 years only, but | feel we, at 
the moment, are to individualistic, but when it comes to the crunch we all stick together and that is 
good. We have too many good people around the club that want to get involved. Other clubs don't 
have these people that will do anything for the club. 

You placed your own reputation on the line, because you placed your belief in certain 
players. Do you feel that some of them let you down, or just you yourself were not good 
enough to make those judgements? 

| always believed 100% in all the players that we have at the club. 10 or 11 players that we have 
can play in any national league team. What they lacked was leadership. A diplomatic leader, a leader 
that is capable of getting everything that the players have to give, give to you and for you. 

It appears that most players believe more what the papers say about them, rather than 
evaluate their position realistically. Do you fee! that this is the case at Preston Makedonia? 

Again it falls back on leadership. If you have a good leader he will be able to stop the ego tripping 
before it even begins diplomatically. In soccer you always get players believing that they are better 
than what they really are. That's life. You can’t stop that. Still, | put it back to the coach, the 
organizer. He has to say “Boys | don't give a dam about the papers, | know how much you're worth 
tome. | know how good you are, listen to me, this is the way we are going to doit. | lead, not the papers”. 

What Is your future with Preston Makedonia? 

My future with Makedonia will be forever. | will be there sitting in the stands, sponsoring the team 
as much as | can, giving support, helping the club, my heart is there, | am not going to drop out just 
because | am out of the committee. 

Can! ask you about individual players — George Petrov? 

George Petrov is a very well liked player. It is not easy for George to be a leader as captain and 
at the same time concentrate on his own game, but you always know George will give you everything 
he has and more. 

Steve Smith is the greatest personality in my time. The best striker | have seen in Australia.

FROM THE EDITORS 


In this the last edition | will go over the 1990 season and try to 
come to some sort of conclusion for a dismal on and off field perfor- 
mance and what | see are ways of avoiding a re-occurrence. 

The first sign of problems occurred during pre-season con- 
tract negotiations. The short break between the 1989 and 1990 
seasons left very little time to settle contracts with an abundance 
of players who strangely had their contracts expire at the same 
time. The problem here become twofold because if a hiccup 
occurs and a player leaves, then the club has very little time to 

search for an alternative. Therefore as an observer | feel the blame 
(if you like to call it that) should be directed more towards the 
hierachy of the 1989 season. Contract negotiations should have 
commenced before the completion of the 1989 season allowing a 
smoother flow-on to the next committee. After all the clubs con- 
stitution has a '/3 change in the personnell of the committee at 
each annual general meeting so the remainder i.e. */s is a work- 
able majority. The bottom line here to what | am saying is that the 
club shouldn't stop functioning in any aspect between a comple- 
tion of aseason and the beginning of the next. The contract negoti- 
ation problem was compounded by many of the supporters who 
were placing undue pressure on committee members to re-sign 
players at all costs. What nobody stopped to think of was... where 
is the money going to come from? | heard some one Say once ... 
“If you only have $10 in your pocket, then you can only spend $10 
... however if you can get something worth $15 for $10 then grab 
it... if you can't, then leave it” ... makes sense doesn't it. 
Secondly, the preparation to the season was extremely poor. 
The number of practice matches played were too few and the 
opponents we did play against were well below standard. | cannot 
for the life of me see the benefit of playing against clubs who com- 
pete in divisions well below the National League. One week before 
the season kick-off, players should be “buzzing”. It would be very 
hard for a coach to instill an intense feeling in his squad when a 
week before the opening game of the season his team has to meet 
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the likes of third division Lalor Sloga. | will never forget former 
player John Stewart telling me one day that the first thing he 
noticed when he arrived at Preston Makedonia was the intense 
feeling around the club. Everything he said ... “was taken so seri- 
ously. You knew the club meant business _..”, “lL ask each and 
everyone of you reading this .... is that same mood around the club 
today?” The message | am bringing home here is quite simply that 
preparation is the basis of success. | ask all of you to attempt atask 
twice. Come back one day and tell me the varying degree of suc- 
cess you achieved when you tried to do it unprepared and then 
prepared. 

Thirdly, the internal fighting at the club left a lot to be desired. 
Here we have a crazy situation where everyone has the one goal 
for the club ... to be number one ... yet on the other hand think they 
are going to achieve, this in a unharmonious atmosphere. What 
makes matters worse is when the dirty laundry is displayed before 
everyone rather than keeping things “in-house”. | will never forget 
the time when | was washing my Car on a Saturday morning and 
my next door neighbour came over and showed me an article in a 
newspaper that could only be described as very detrimental to the 
club. The color of my face after reading the article resembled that 
of a beetroot. Can anyone out there please tell me why 1.5 million 
readers of that newspaper have to know about any problems 
inside the club. It might come as a surprise to some of you to know 
that the likes of Marconi ond Liverpool also have their fair share of 
internal quarrels, the only difference is they don't tell anyone about 
them. 

The first three reasons for a bad season has given our players 
a good excuse for their below standard performances. | personally 
find it very hard to judge a player's true standing in abnormal cir- 
cumstances such as this. | would look back at the players perfor- 
mances during harmonious times and then draw conclusions. 

One of the most frustrating things the club had to endure this 
season was injuries. The injuries both in number and serenity 
were incredible and | have never seen anything close to this at any 
other club, soccer or otherwise. To lose players like Warren Spink,
